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Claim Rejections - 35 USC §112 

The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly 
claiming the subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

Claims 1-8 and 19-20 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112. second paragraph, as 
being indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter 
which applicant regards as the invention. 

Claims 1 and 19 are indefinite and vague. How can "said locking pin" be present 
in said locking pin openings and within openings in the geared core winder? It's 
physically impossible for one locking pin 30 to be placed in the locking pin openings 24 
and within openings in the geared core winder Which element is applicant referring to 
when applicant recites, "within openings in the geared core winder?" Since the geared 
core winder 110 has many elements with openings, such as, washer 144, 1®* donut- 
shaped piece, and 2"^ donut-shaped piece, etc. Applicant needs to define which 
element within the geared core winder is considered to be openings and how they are 
connected. Assuming that applicant is using said locking pins 30 inserted into said 
locking pin openings 24 of the donut-shaped locking piece 20 and openings 1 19 of 1^^ 
donut-shaped piece 1 18 to prevent rotation in relation to the geared core winder 1 10 is 
incorrect statement of applicant's claimed invention because applicant explains that the 
donut-shaped locking piece 20 and the first donut-shaped piece 1 18 of the geared core 
winder can only rotate in combination around the shaft 1 12 in one axial direction due to 
the rotation limitation system 40, and onlv preventing rotation is in the opposite axial 
direction , see page 16, lines 13-21. 
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Because of the indefiniteness, claims 1-8 and 19-20 cannot be meaningfully 
treated with respect to the prior art at this time. An absence of an art rejection does not 
constitute the indication of allowance subject matter. 

Claim 20 recites the limitation "the rotation limitations system" in lines 2-3. There 
is insufficient antecedent basis for this limitation in the claim. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 
A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the Invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale In this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent In the United 
states. 

Claim 19 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by Morgan, 
U.S. Patent No. 5135180. 

Morgan *180 shows a geared core winder locking system with a geared core 
winder and a locking mechanism comprising a donut-shaped locking piece 18 placed on 
a shaft 12 of the geared core winder, wherein the donut-shaped locking piece contains 
a central opening 22, a plurality of key locking pin openings 30, and a plurality of key 
locking pins 34, 36; a 2"^ donut-shaped locking piece 20 including a central opening 24, 
a plurality of key locking pin openings 30; wherein said locking pins 34, 36 of the donut- 
being inserted in said locking pin openings 30 of the donut-shaped locking piece 18 and 
within said openings 30 of the 2"^ donut-shaped locking piece 20 in the geared core 
winder preventing rotation of the donut-shaped locking pieces in relation to the geared 
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core winder. These donuts are rotated in one direction and using the plates 38 to 
prevent the roll core from backing up, see page 5, lines 55-68, and see page 6, lines 5- 
10, and figure 1. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

As indicated from the Previous Office Action, claims 9-18 are allowed. 



Response to Arguments 

Claims 1 and 19 have been amended. 

Applicant's arguments with respect to claims 1-8 and 19-20 have been 
considered but are moot in view of the new ground(s) of rejection. 

The added, recitation that wherein said locking pin being presented in said locking 
pin openings and within openings in the geared core winder necessitated the new 
grounds of rejection.
